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Education is a vast and complex subject involving 
many problems of. great difficulty. I propose, in what 
follows, to deal with only one of these problems, 
namely, the adaption of university education to mod- 
ern conditions. 


Universities are an institution of considerable 
antiquity. They developed during the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries out of cathedral schools where 
scholastic theologians learned the art of dialectic. But, 
in fact, the aims which inspired universities go back 
to ancient times. 

One may say that Plato’s Academy was the first 
university. Plato’s Academy had certain well-marked 
objectives. It aimed at producing the sort of people 
who would be suitable to become Guardians in his 
ideal Republic. The education which Plato designed 
was not in his day what would now be called “cul- 
tural.” A “cultural” education consists mainly in the 
learning of Greek and Latin. But the Greeks had no 

need to learn Greek and no occasion to learn Latin. 
What Plato mainly wished his Academy to teach was, 
first, mathematics and astronomy, and, then, philoso- 
phy. The philosophy was to have a scientific inspira- 
tion with a tincture of Orphic mysticism. 

Something of this sort, in various modified forms, 
persisted in the West until the Fall of Rome. After 
some centuries, it was taken up by the Arabs and, 
from them, largely through the Jews, transmitted back 
to the West. In the West it still retained much of 
Plato’s original political purpose, since it aimed at 
producing an educated elite with a more or less com- 
plete monopoly of political power. This aim persisted, 
virtually unchanged, until the latter half of the nine- 
teenth century. From that time onwards, the aim has 
become increasingly modified by the intrusion of two 
new elements: democracy and science. The intrusion of 
democracy into academic practice and theory is much 
more profound than that of science, and much more 
difficult to combine with anything like the aims of 
Plato’s Academy. 

Until it was seen that political democracy had 
become inevitable, universal education, which is now 
taken for granted in all civilized countries, was ve- 
hemently opposed, on grounds which were broadly 
aristocratic. There had been ever since ancient times 
a very sharp line between the educated and the un- 
ducated. The educated had had a severe training and 
had learnt much, while the uneducated could not read 
or write. The educated, who had a monopoly of poli- 
tical power, dreaded the extension of schools to the 
“lower classes.” The President of the Royal Society, 
in the year 1807, considered that it would be disastrous 
if working men could read, since he feared that they 
would spend their time reading Tom Paine. When my 
grandfather established an elementary school in his 
parish, well-to-do neighbors were outraged, saying 
that he had destroyed the hitherto aristocratic charac- 
ter of the neighbourhood. It was political democracy 
at least, in England—that. brought a change in opinion 
in this matter. Disraeli, after securing the vote for 
urban working men, favoured compulsory education 
with the phrase, “We must educate our masters.” Edu- 
cation came to seem the right of all who desired it. 
But it was not easy to see how this right was to be 
extended to university education; nor, if i were, how 
universities could continue to perform their ancient 
functions. 

The reasons which have induced civilized 
tries to adopt universal education are various. There 
were enthusiasts for enlightenment who saw no limits 
to the good that could be done by instruction. Many 
of these were very influential in the early advocacy 
of compulsory education. Then there were practical 
men who realized that a modern State and modern 
processes of production and distribution cannot easil 
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cannot read. A third group were those who advocated 
education as a democratic right. There was a fourth 
group, more silent and less open, which saw the pos- 
sibilities of education from the point of view of offi- 
cial propaganda. ‘The importance of education in this 
regard is very great. In the eighteenth century, most 
wars were unpopular; but, since men have been able 
to read the newspapers, almost all wars have been 
popular. This is only one instance of the hold on pub- 
lic opinion which Authority has acquired through edu- 
cation. 

Although universities were not directly concerned 
in these educational processes, they have been pro- 
foundly affected by them in ways which are, broadly 
speaking, inevitable, but which are, in part, very dis- 
turbing to those who wish to preserve what was 
good in older ideals. 

It is difficult to speak in advocacy of older ideals 
without using language that has a somewhat old- 
fashioned flavour. There is a distinction, which for- 
merly received general recognition, between skill and 
wisdom, The growing complexities of technique have 
tended to blur this distinction, at any rate in certain 
regions. 

There are kinds of skill which are not specially 
respected although they are difficult to acquire. A 
contortionist, I am told, has to begin training in early 
childhood, and, when proficient, he possesses a very 
rare and difficult skill. But it is not felt that this 
skill is socially useful, and it is, therefore, not taught 
in schools or universities. A great many skills, how- 
ever, indeed a rapidly increasing number, are very 
vital elements in the wealth and power of a nation. 
Most of these skills are new and do not command the 
respect of ancient tradition. Some of them may be 
considered to minister to wisdom, but a great many 
certainly do not. 

But what, you will ask, do you mean by “wis- 
dom?” I am not prepared with a neat definition. But 
I will do my best to convey what I think the word 
is capable of meaning. It is a word concerned partly 
with knowledge and partly with feeling. It should de- 
note a certain intimate union of knowledge with ap- 
prehension of. human destiny and the purposes of life. 
It requires a certain breadth of vision, which is hardly 
possible without considerable knowledge. But it de- 
mands, also, a breadth of feeling, a certain kind of 
universality of sympathy. 

I think that higher education should do what is 
possible towards promoting not only knowledge, but 
wisdom. I do not think that this is easy; and I do not 
think that the aim should be too conscious, for, if 
it is, it becomes stereotyped and priggish. It should be 
something existing almost unconsciously in the teach- 
er and conveyed almost unintentionally to the pupil. 
I agree with Plato in thinking this the greatest thing 
that education can do. Unfortunately, it is one of the 
things most threatened by the intrusion of crude dem- 
ocratic shibboleths into our universities. 

The fanatic of democracy is apt to say that all 
men are equal. There is a sense in which this is true, 
but it is not a sense which much concerns the educa- 
tor. What can be meant truly by the phrase “All men 
are equal” is that in certain respects they have equal 
rights and should have an equal share of basic po- 
litical power. Murder is a crime whoever the victim 
may be, and everybody should be protected against 
it by the law and the police. Any set of men or women 
which has no share in political power is pretty certain 
to suffer injustices of an indefensible sort. All men 
should be equal before the law. It is such principles 
which constitute what is valid in democracy. ; 

But this should not mean that we cannot recog- 
one differing degrees of skill or merit in different 
individuals. Every teacher knows that some pupils 
are quick to learn and others are slow. Every teache 
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time and sympathy to listen to his difficulties. The 
kind of instructor that I have in mind should be 
thoroughly competent in the subject in which the stu- 
dent is specializing, but he should be still young 
enough to remember the difficulties that are apt to 
be obstacles to the learner, and not yet so ossified as 
to be unable to discuss without dogmatism. Discussion 
is a very essential part in the education of the best 
students and requires an absence of authority if it is 
to be free and fruitful. I am thinking not only of dis- 
cussion with but of discussion among the 
students themselves. For such discussion, there should 
be leisure. And indeed, leisure during student years is

Dr. Billing To Receive 
Top Chemical Award 


On March 17, Dr. Wyly M. Billing ’16, 
vice president of Hercules Powder Co., 
will receive the coveted Commercial 
Chemical Development Association Ho- 
nor Award at the Association’s Honor 
Award Banquet in New York City. Top 
figures from chemical and allied indus- 
tries will gather then to honor him. 

Dr. Billings selection for the honor 
comes as the result of -his pioneering 
efforts in commercial’ development, of 
his work that led to the development 
and growth of Hercules Synthetic De- 
partment, and of the inspiration and 
guidance that he has given younger men 
in this field, says W. J; Riley, president 
of CCDA. 

Joining Hercules in 1917 as an analy- 
tical chemist, Dr. Billing became a re- 
search chemist in 1928, and was named 
chief chemist of Hercules’ plant at 
Hopewell, Va., in 1931. 

Hercules took Dr. Billing back to the 
Research Center in Wilmington, Del., 
to head a group developing a new se- 
ries of resinous products from rosin and 
terpenes. A year later, he was promoted 
to assistant director of the Research 
Center. And, as a result of the promis- 
ing resin development work, the com- 
pany set up a new division in 1936, with 
Dr. Billing named as its head. His new 
assignment called for the commerciali- 
zation of the new resins in protective 
coatings, adhesives, and printing ink in- 
dustries. Seven years later, the success 
of this commercial development led to 
the establishment of the Synthetics De- 
partment as a major division of Hercu- 
les—one of the company’s seven ope- 
rating departments. 

His pioneering work grew into the de- 
velopment and commercialization of 
Hercules Pentalyn resins—esters of pen- 
taerythritol with resin and modifiers. 
To make these products in commercial 
quantities, Hercules built a new plant 
at Burlington, N.J., which since has 
been expanded a number of times. 


Another project initiated and nur- 
tured by Dr. Billing was the commer- 
cial development of a new process for 
dimethyl terephthalate, the principal 
raw material in the production of poly- 
ester fiber known as Terylene and Da- 
cron. This laboratory and pilot plant 
development blossomed into Hercules’ 
large-scale DMT plant at Burlington, 
N. J. 


Although Hercules was not the first

Joel Eaves—A Successful Author Too. 


Coach Joel Eaves, whose Auburn 
Seven Dwarfs recently won the first 
SEC basketball crown in the school’s 


history, has put down in print some of 
the wonders of his famous Shuffle Of- 
fense. 

And his first book, Basketball’s Shuf- 
fle Offense (Prentice-Hall), is report- 
edly doing very well in book stores 
around the country. It has only been 
out a little over a month, but already 
the publishers have informed Eaves 
that a new printing may be necessary 
after a year. 

Eaves, whose Auburn teams have won 
162 against only 79 losses during his 
11 seasons as head coach, includes every 
idea he has employed on offense in the 
past five years in his writings. 

In the past three seasons, Eaves’ Ti- 
gers have finished second in the SEC, 
tied for second and finished first. His 
SEC record overall is an outstanding 
95-62. 

Using this famed Shuffle Offense Au- 
burn led the nation in field goal shoot- 
ing percentage in 1958-59 and again 


im 1959-60. In addition, the 52.1 per- 
centage Auburn maintained from the 
field this past season is an all-time NC- 
AA record. 

All of this past year’s honors were 
captured by a squad so miniature that 
it was soon dubbed Snow White (for 
white-haired Eaves) and The Seven 
Dwarfs (none of his seven players stood 
over 6-3). 

“The Shuffle is of particular value 
to teams of average ability and size 
which must depend on coordinated team 
effort,’ Eaves says. “It also aids each 
player in developing more skills which 
will make him a good all-around bas- 
ketball player.” 

Eaves was a three-sport star at Au- 
burn, graduating in 1937 after making 
all-SEC as a football end and playing 
three seasons as a regular on Tiger 
basketball and baseball] squads as well. 

He started his coaching career at Se- 
wanee in 1938 and eventually wound 
his way back to Auburn in 1949. He 
also serves as defensive end coach in 
football. 


Montgomery Meet Honors Dr. Allison 


When J. Mills Thornton and fellow 
alumni held an organizational meeting

Allison was the honored guest. Dr. Al-

In 1945, Dr. Billing was elected a di- 
rector of the company. Ten years later, 
he became a vice president and mem- 

ber of the executive committee.

Auburn’s first SEC basketball cham- 
pionship was won on the final night 
of the season,'63-61 over Alabama in 
overtime. Tech lost to Vanderbilt that 
same night to give the Tigers undis- 
puted claim to the top rung. 

Here is the story of that remarkakble 
stretch run to the flag: Standing 6-2 
and fourth in the SEC, the Tigers met 
Florida on Feb. 8 and hit a national re- 
cord of 70 per cent of their shots from 
the field to bury the Gators, 89-51. 
Auburn got off to a 13-0 lead and was 
never pressed. Porter Gilbert led scor- 
ing with 21 points.

May I commend you for the very 
complete coverage of the visit of Jap- 
anese architect Kenzo Tange to Au- 
burn. The value of the Alwmnews be- 
comes considerably greater when it 
makes an effort to pass on to alumni 
the experiences and inspiration gather- 
ed there at the school.
